Forgive Them, Children 


When Little Rock quiets down, 
as it will 
eventually because mob violence and hate-mon- 
gering are not its nature, the children in its 
public school system will have some forgiving 
to do. 


The Faubus fuss was not their idea. Segrega­ 
tion according to race was not their idea, nor 
was it their idea to smear the state of Arkansas 
and its capital with notoriety that more proper­ 
ly belonged to Alabama, Georgia. Louisiana, 
Mississippi 
and 
South 
Carolina. 
Of the 
six 
"deep South” states. Arkansas has the lowest 
percentage of Negroes (22.3) and of the six 
state capitals Little Rock probably ranks an 
easy first in the educational level of its resi­ 
dents. 


Neither in Arkansas nor in any other place 
are children born with race prejudice. They 
acquire it from their elders and learn how to 
show it by the precept of those who pass it 
along to the upcoming generation at any cost, 
even at the cost of disrupting education. 


Little is heard of the pupils and teachers of 
Central High School in the news from Little 
Rock. The burden of the news is composed of 
hysterical females trying to disband the Little 
Rock 
school 
system, 
rabble 
itching 
to 
be 
roused, imported agitators and a handful of 
over-excited school kids taking lynch-mob cues 
from adults who have much to answer for in 
a showdown with their consciences. 


Contrary to the preachments of apologists 
who try to prove there is legal justification 
for terrorising Negro students who want to 
go to Central High School in Little Rock, that 
is not the issue. It was not the issue before 
the Supreme Court decision against segrega­ 
tion in 1954 
It is not the issue now. 


The issue is whether or not in the republic 
of the United States free men can be divided 
into first-class and second-class citizenship — 
whether or not there can be moral or legal 
justification in a Christian society for un-Chris­ 
tian acts and attitudes. 
The children of Little Rock, watching what 
has been done to their town, their state and 
their well-being, have much for which to forgive 
their elders. It was not a case of the elders not 
knowing what they were doing. They knew ex­ 
actly what they were doing—every minute. 


Everybody Gets The Idea 


There was no more chance of stopping the 
election of Jam es R. Hoffa by the Teamsters 
convention than there would be of stopping a 
cyclone. 
Everything the man had done for years was 
pointed toward this triumph at this time. He 
controlled the delegates. He had disposed of 
his rival. Dave Beck, with the unexpected help 
of the Senate racket investigators. 
No one else had a chance to contend, let alone 
a chance to win. It was all cut and dried, as 
such things always are in union conventions — 
and in most other conventions, for that matter. 
But what happens from now on will not be 
cut and dried. The new’ president of the Team­ 
sters has become a symbol in a battle for 
economic and political power that involves the 
strongest forces in the nation — big unionism, 
big business and big politics. 
It may appear to Hoffa and his friends that 
they have come out on top, but the fact is they 
have come out in the middle. That is where

It Mas Not Wasted 


The U S. Budget Bureau’s report that federal 
spending this year will be higher than Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower said it was going to be. de­ 
spite all that budget slashing by penny-pinching 
congressmen, wraps up the big budget bumble 
of 1957. 
But before dismissing it as a bad joke played 
on taxpayers by tax spenders, there is this to 
consider: 
The budget-slashing was not wasted. It re­ 
duced the federal government's commitments 
to spend money in the future by perhaps as 
much as five billion dollars, even if it shaved 
nothing off spending for the current fiscal year. 
Furthermore, it kept politicians from loading 
up the pending budget with a few billion dollars’ 
worth of gimcracks; that sort of thing had been

as follows: 
"Whoever, except in cases and 
circumstances expressly authorized 
hy the Constitution or act of Con­ 
gress. willfully uses any'part of 
the Army or the Air Force as a 
posse comitatus or otherwise to ex- 
! ecute the laws shall be fined not 
more than $10,000 or imprisoned 
not more than two years, or both 
I This section does not apply 
to 
; Alaska.” 


ORIGINALLY this law, as passed 
in 1878, cntained a reference only 
to the Army. But in 1956, when 
all federal laws were recodified to 
eliminate surplus language and to 
bring the phraseology up to date, 
the words "Air Force” were in­ 
cluded. 
As one lawyer, now retired from 
a legal branch of the armed serv­ 
ices, writes: 
"Obviously the only reason for 
| this statute and its predecessor is 
to insure the people against the 
use of troops to enforce a court 
order; otherwise, the law has no 
meaning whatsoever.” 
There is, of course, no act of 
Congress 
which 
has 
“expressly 
authorized” 
the 
use 
of 
federal 
troops to enforce a court ortjer. 
The 
three 
sections of federal 
law which were cited by President 
Eisenhower in h i s proclamation 
ordering 
federal 
troops 
i n t o 
Arkansas have been restricted by I 
the above-quoted “Posse Comitatus 
Act.” 
There is, moreover, no provision 
in the Constitution by which the 
use 
of troops to enforce 
court 
orders is "expressly authorized.” 
The Constitution says the presi­

COLOMBIA, S C. 
I shall have considerably more to 
report concerning my impressions 
of this crisis in the South, but it 
suffices to note today that I was 
struck by the calm that prevails 
here and elsewhere in this state. 
There is a great contrast between 
the headlines and editorials in the 
newspapers of both the Carolinas 
and the blatantly provocative treat­ 
ment of the issue in most of the 
New York papers, even the ora­ 
cular Times.

Everyone I have seen — and I 
have seen a good many responsi­ 
ble leaders here — emphasizes the 
need for restraint. 


THE INFLUENTIAL Charleston 
News and Courier suggests that 
passive resistance of the Gandhi 
type may be the best policy for the 
South. 
W’hen I saw that. I recalled the 
words of a Republican political 
leader in Harlem, who said only a 
few days ago that “we didn't really 
give the South a good lesson in 
the Civil War and this time we Mill 
have to go in and finish the job.” 
However, the feelings of leaders 
in 
South 
Carolina 
are 
intense. 
Their most potent ground for re­ 
sentment is the obvious effort of 
members of the Washington admini­ 
stration to seize all the political ad­ 
vantage possible out of this crisis 
They feel that the architect of 
the President’s policy has been At­ 
torney General Brownell, as cold 
and calculating a politician as has 
ever occupied high office 
in 
the 
United States. 
It is believed 
that 
while 
the 
President had committed himself 
to the appointment of Earl Warren 
to an associate justiceship, it was 
Brownell who engineered the desig­ 
nation of the Californian 
to the I 
chief justiceship in order to fore- i 
stall a primary fight between War­ 
ren and Goodwin Knight in 1954.

THE 
LONG 
legal 
contest 
which ended in the integration de­ 
cision in 1954. Brownell's activity 
was resented. 
The vacancy in the federal court 
of Eastern Arkansas has been per­ 
mitted to remain for months this 
year because the attorney general 
has been looking for a Republican 
to appoint.

The statutes specify the means 
whereby 
m a r s h a l s and 
t h e 
thousands of citizens who may be 
deputized 
to 
act 
as 
assistant 
marshals can enforce the laws of 
the United States. This is what is 
known as a “posse comitatus” en­ 
gaged in “civil process.” 


TH ERE ARE those who argue 
that, since the Constitution itself 
mentions “the supreme law of the 
land,” the president may take any 
means he wishes to enforce any 
law. 
Here, 
however, 
is 
exactly 
what the Constitution says: 
“This Constitution, and the laws 
of the United States which shall be 
made in pursuance thereof; and all 
treaties made, or which shall be 
made, under the authority of the 
United States, shall be the supreme 
law of the land." 
Nothing is said to the effect that 
decisions of the Supreme Court'or 
orders or mandates of the courts 
interpreting the Constitution 
are 
"the supreme law of the land ” 
As one eminent lawyer writes: 
“No federal or state court of 
record in America has ever held 
that a decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States or that 
of any other federal court is 'the 
law of the land.' 
“Each decision is never anything 
more than the law 
of 
the 
case 
actually decided by the court and 
binding only upon the parties to 
that case and no others.” 


SINCE THE Supreme Court has 
been reversing itself on several 
constitutional issues for more than 
IOO years now, the use of troops 
to enforce an order on which the 
court could later be proved wrong 
might do irreparable damage. 
This is why the late Charles War­ 
ren. himself an assistant attorney 
general and regarded as the na­ 
tion’s most noted historian in the 
field of the judiciary, says in his 
monumental “History of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States,” 
page 748. volume II: 
“ However the court may inter­ 
pret the provisions of the Constitu­ 
tion, 
it is still the Constitution 
which is the law and not the de­ 
cision of the court.” 
Only Congress, therefore, c a n 
pass any law that becomes truly 
“the law of the land.” 
Only Congress can authorize the 
use of federal troops to enforce a 
law. Only the people themselves 
can amend the Constitution.
